Cypriot rioters kill U.S. ambassador

U S Ambassador Rodger P Davies was shot to death today when rioters 
stormed the American embassy in Cyprus screaming against the U S failure 
to halt the Turkish invasion of the island 
The British foreign office announced a new Anglo-American approach to 
both Turkey and Greece to resume the Cyprus peace conference 
Eyewitnesses said Davies was killed in a burst of automatic weapons fire by 
gunmen who stormed the American embassy in the Cyprus capital of Nicosia 
under cover of a riot by 700 Greek Cypriots screaming “ Kissinger, Kissinger " 
However, the Greek news agency ANA. in a dispatch from Nicosia, said 
Davies was killed by a stray bullet which came through a window and hit him 
as he was standing in a corridor 
Greek Cypriot President GlafkosClendes said a U S. Marine guard also was 
killed and ANA said a Greek Cypriot girl, Antonietta Varnava, believed to be a 
stenographer in the embassy, also died 


Greek Premier Constantine Karamanlis denounced the shooting and said it 
would only add to Greece s current troubles over Cyprus Turkish Foreign 
Minister Turan Gunes said the shooting helped justify Turkey s military 
offensive on the island 


The gunmen wore the military style uniforms favored by EOKA-B, the 
Greek Cypriot guerrilla organization that has fought for years to unite Cyprus 
with Greece 
Greek Cypriot President Glafkos Clendes said an unidentified U S Marine 
guard also was killed in a burst of submachine gun fire 
Clendes rushed to the embassy to try to help and issued a statement 
deploring “ this heinous crime 
In Athens. Greek Premier Constantine 
Karamanlis denounced the shooting of Davies and said it will only add to 
Greece’s troubles over Cyprus, 
On the military front. Turkish forces with American built tanks slashed 
across the southern approaches to Nicosia in a drive to cut off the landlocked 
capital from the sea despite U S criticism that the Turkish offensive has gone 
too far. 
In Nicosia. U PI Correspondent Michael Keats said Davies was killed when a 
mob of 700 Greek Cypriots descended on the embassy at midday screaming 
“ Kissinger' Kissinger! Get your Turkish friends to help you now'" 
The mob burned Secretary of State Henry Kissinger in effigy and set fire to 
at least five cars in the embassy compound The cars blew up when flames 
reached their gasoline tanks, darkening the embassy area with clouds of thick

The demonstrators burned the American flag, shouting, "burn them down 
as they burned Cyprus down " 
i P,reei.Cypri? t P °l,c*m<‘n hurled tear gas grenades at the demonstrators in a 
tut He effort to hold them back from the embassy building 
Still the mob came on, carrying banners reading “ Murderers, your mask 
has fallen and “ NATO murderers of Cyprus " 
Gunmen sprayed the embassy with submachinegun fire. The rioters 
cheered 
U S. Marine guards inside the building fired over the heads of the 
demonstrators and they broke and ran. Under the 
cover of the 
demonstrators, the gunmen stormed into the building

The panel will also hear an oral report 
from City Attorney Alan Davidson on a 
proposed ordinance setting up a uniform 
board of appeal. This board would take 
over the appeal functions of eight 
appeals boards established by city 
ordinance 
but 
not 
fully 
manned 
Composed of five members, it would 
hear appeal cases involving electrical, 
building, fire and other uniform city 
codes 
The council will also consider a 
resolution fixing municipal property 
taxes for the fiscal year ending June 30 
at $1 per $100 assessed valuation for the 
city General Fund; 18 cents for the 
library fund and 50 cents for employe 
retirement purposes 
This $1.68 per $100 rate is the same 
city property tax rate that was in effect 
last fiscal year, the year before that and 
the year before that This year the rate 
will garner an estimated $385,035 for the 
General Fund, $69,305 for the Library 
Fund 
and 
$192,515 
for 
employe 
retirement. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers has 
said, though, that wholesale electricity 
rate hikes by Pacific Gas and Electric 


Co. will likely force city electricity 
rates up 


Rising fuel and other operation costs 
seem likely to bring a jump in city 
refuse collection rates and city sewage 
collection 
and 
hook-up 
rates 
have 
already been boosted to reflect the cost 
of the city’s massive regional sewage 
treatment plant, to be constructed at a 
cost of $12 million. 


The council will also consider final 
passage of ordinances limiting the size 
of city advisory commissions to five 
members and setting up machinery to 
create 
assessment 
districts 
for 
undergrounding utilities. 
In other business the council: 
—Will present an engraved plaque to 
Kenneth Holt, member of the city Parks 
and Recreation Commission 
—Will consider action enabling Mayor 
E. C. Stevens to execute an agreement 
extending the city’s Public Employe 
Program (P E P ) through March 31,1975. 
—Consider a resolution amending the 
personnel rules to add the position of 
police agent, which was approved in the 
current city budget, at a salary range of 
$872 to $1,063 per month. Police agents 
will be senior patrolmen-mvestigators 
with at least two years of full time law 
enforcement experience and at least 15 
college semester units in Police Science 
or related courses. 
The total number of policemen in the 
city will actually be reduced by one in 
the coming fiscal year. Of the 20 officers 
now on duty, seven will be promoted to 
police agent and 12 will remain as 
officers

CHICAGO (U P I) - President Ford

“ anyone who illegally " escaped military 
service but said he had asked top 
Cabinet members to determine how 
such persons can work their way back 
into American society. 
"As I reject amnesty, so 1 reject 
revenge,” Ford told the 75th convention 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 
He said he has asked the Justice 
Department to look into the question of 
amnesty for Vietnam deserters and to 
look to study such cases on an individual 
basis. 
“ I requested the attorney general of 
the United States and the secretary of 
defense to report to me personally 
before Sept. 1 on the status of some 
50,000 of our countrymen” who have 
been described as deserters or draft 
dodgers, Ford said. 
“ I will then decide how to best decide 
on the future penalties that will fit the 
individual cases,” Ford said. " I want 
them to come home if they want to work 
their way back ” 
He said “ these young Americans 
should have a second chance” to reenter 
society in “ a new atmosphere of hope, 
hard work and mutual trust.” 


President Ford used his speech before 
the veterans to stress his concern with 
problems facing the fighting men of 
previous 
wars 
and 
said 
he would 
nominate 
former 
Rep 
Richard 
Roudebush to 
revitalize 
the much- 
criticized Veterans Administration 


Ford’s first out of town trip as 
President was marred by the news that 
U.S. Ambassador to Cyprus Rodger

When he announced the death at the 
VFW meeting, it was clear many of the 
delegates had not previously heard 
about Davies’ death Ford's words were 
greeted with moans and groans and 
shouts of "Oh. no!” 
Ford told the audience that Davies 
was provided “ his supreme sacrifice on 
behalf of all Americans,” and called him 
yet another man who "gave his life in a 
foreign war.” 
“ TTiis tragic incident emphasizes the 
urgent need for the end to the violence 
on Cyprus and an immediate return to 
negotiations for a peaceful settlement,” 
Ford said in a statement released en 
route to Chicago. 
In a speech prepared for the 75th 
annual convention of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, 
Ford promised that 
“ during my administration the door of 
my office will be open to veterans as it 
was in the Capitol.” 


“ The veteran is a human being and not 
just a ‘C’ number to be processed by a 
computer 
system,” Ford said. “ The 
government knew your name when you 
were 
called 
to 
service. 
This 
administration is going to see to it that 


we still know your name and your 
problems ” 
Ford’s choice of Roudebush, a former 
Indiana congressman, to head the VA 
was widely expected and had the 
backing of most major veterans organi­ 
zations. Criticism of VA inefficiency 
from those organizations forced Donald 
Johnson to resign as head of the agency 
about two months ago. 


Roudebush has been Johnson's deputy 
at the VA. Earlier he served in the 
House as a GOP representative from In­ 
diana before failing to win a 1972 bid for 
the Senate. 


Ford said he was "deeply concerned” 
about continuing high unemployment 
among former servicemen, especially 
those who served in Vietnam, and 
expressed determination to improve 
various 
assistance 
program s, 
particularly those involving education 
and medical care for the disabled 


“ This administration puts a high 
priority on aiding the men who bore the 
brunt of battle,” he said. “ If we can 
send men thousands of miles from home 
to fight in rice paddies, certainly we can 
send them back to school and to better 
jobs at home ”

LOS AN G ELES (U P I) - The so- 
called “ alphabet bomber” has hinted 
that he had something to do with the

However, police and fire investigators 
discounted any possibility that the man 
who claimed to set off the bomb which 
killed three persons at the airport Aug 6 
was responsible for the Saturday night 
explosion 
In a telephone call to the Los Angeles 
Herald-Examiner Sunday, a man who 
identified himself by code as Isaac 
Rasim, the “ alphabet bomber,” said 
Saturdays 
blast 
was 
“ delinquent 
leftovers of our activities one week 
ago.” 
But he said his promise to keep the 
city “ clean of fireworks” was still in 
effect. 
Rasim, who claims to be the military 
leader of the “ Aliens of America,” 


earlier had threatened to touch off a 
bomb in a crowded location Sunday but 
later 
called 
it 
off, 
saying 
his 
organization was getting the attention it 
wanted. 
In his call to the Herald Examiner 
Sunday, 
Rasim 
urged 
public 
representatives 
to 
react 
to 
the 
organization’s demands for repeal of 
federal immigration laws. 
He insisted that “ We want action in 
our favor, legislative, judicial and 
everything.” He then hung up.

chemicals ... and should be handled in 
quantities not greater than a few 
pounds."

Ironically, meat prices are

Eisenhower said. “ I wouldn't 
call it peace of mind He wasn’t 
necessarily happy with it, but 
he wasn’t worried or agitated 
or bitter or on edge.”

Six days a week Rich Daly of Vandenberg Village obeys 
all the rules of a modem civilization The sign reads 55 mph: 
he cruises at 55 The sign says yield right of way: he yields. 
The sign orders quiet, a hospital zone: he is quiet. 
But Daly is a quiet type of person anyway. 
Saturday nights he makes-up for this oppression by 
crawling into the metal shell of a maroon and white 58 Ford 
at the Santa Maria Speedway. Once he dons his crash 
helmet, fastens the harness, and fires up stock car no 58, 
Daly is governed by one law — survival of the fittest stock 
car and stock car driver. 
On the third mile dirt oval track, there are no speed 
limits; stockers barrel down in excess of 70 mph and get 
away with it. There is no yielding the right of way; the 
object is to get ahead of the pack and that is done without 
the slightest courtesy. 
And there is no noise level to respect; mufflerless, 
battered stockers scream around the track Who’s to say 
which love the sound and fury more, the drivers or the 
spectators? 
Daly, a father of three children and a senior electrical 
technician at Federal Electric Corp., found himself 
between No. 38 the Squirrel and No. 82 the Sandbagger two 
nights ago in the first heat race Altogether there were nine 
stockers in the line-up 
No. 38 is a squirrel because he is forever fishtailing and 
spinning out during a heat and that means trouble for the 
other drivers: high-bailing at 70, it's hard to step aside of 
another stocker that has spun out broadside to an oncoming 
pack No 82 is a sandbagger because the driver is good and 
so is his car, a big, beefed-up 68 Camaro. However, No. 82 
conveniently turned in a slow qualifying time; thus, giving 
him the front position in the line-up. 
The column of two cars abreast lapped the track in a quick 
pace until the green light flashed on They tore out like a 
swarm of hornets Daly, who started in the third position, 
quickly fell to fourth Another lap and he jetted to second 
place and was getting it on when No. 38, the Squirrel, lived 
up to his name. He spun out, but miraculously the pack 
dodged him. 
The yellow light flashed, slowing the stockers in place. 
No 38 the Squirrel, joined the pack and the race was on 
again. Soon Daly fell to third and he stayed there to the 
heat's end No 82, the Sandbagger, won 
Next for Daly and No. 58 was the semi-main race 
If you ask Daly when he started racing, he’ll say he 
always has, as if racing is akin to seeing and hearing. He 
means he began drag racing on streets in Iowa and now 
races a stock car usually one night a week during the season 
(mid April through October). 
‘‘Why do you race," he was asked. 
“I just like to race It's good relaxation. To me relaxation 
takes your mind off things you put up with everyday,” he 
answered calmly and thoughtfully, which is his normal 
manner. 
You ask another driver and get another answer. Dave 
Skaggs had a heart attack three years ago at age 33 and, 
newly realizing the value of life, refuses to spend his time 
drinking beer before a TV. 
"This is my whole life. I don’t neglect my job or my 
family ... I can’t tell you what’s on TV any night of the 
week," he said. 


The reason he can't provide this information is because 
every night after dinner he works on the engine of his 57 
Chevy stocker until 10-11 o’clock. 
Skaggs and Daly represent two extremes in weekend 
stock car racing Skaggs races to win Each year, he buys a 
new used car, strips the excess metal and furnishings to 
lighten it, and pours $1,600 and over to beef-up the engine 
Daly, on the other hand, races for fun. He built No. 58 in 
1968 and races it every year. Last year, though he put in a 
new engine But it is "practically” a stock machine. While 
most stockers run on $50 each racing tires, No. 58 sports 
plain street tires. 
The main race winner at Santa Maria Speedway will earn 
about $100, depending on the gate income. The amount is 
hardly enough to risk one’s life over. Yet, about 40 drivers 
each week buckle themselves into a dangerous pastime. 
Daly, who has never sustained a serious injury in stock 
car racing, contends it is fairly safe. But so is sky-diving if 
the chute opens and bullfighting if the bull keeps his horns to 
himself. Drivers wear crash helmets, seatbelts, harnesses, 
and are surrounded in a roll cage that does four times the 
job of a roll bar. 
Daly was given the third position in the semi-main’s line­ 
up But he wasn’t kidding himself. Behind him were many 
better drivers and better cars. 
No. 58 fell to 12th place before it was clipped by Glen 
Parker on the south curve, sending Daly into the track pit. 
Last week, No. 58’s right rear tire busted off and Daly spun 
out in front of the approaching pack They all missed him 
except for one stocker. The impact shoved No. 58’s body 
over from the frame. Daly came out unhurt. 
Daly watched the main race from the bleachers with his 
wife, Jane. The race went fine until No. 14 collided into No. 
32, knocking both stockers out of commission and sending 
one driver to the hospital via the Five Cities Ambulance that 
waits in the pit. 
"It felt like a damn semi hit me,” the driver said later at 
the hospital. 
Stock car racing is Richard Daly’s way to relaxation.

Solar notes 


It has been estimated that, based on a 
four 
per 
cent 
energy 
consumption 
growth rate, the free world will simply 
run out of fossil fuels — basically oil, 
coal and natural gas — in many of our 
lifetimes 45 to 65 years 
There may still be a Lincoln or two on 
the roads after that, if other energy 
sources are phased in early But they 
will be anachronisms 
Their era will 
have come and gone The world will be 
different 
In casting 
around 
for candidates for new 
energy sources, one 
glowing technical fact 
is 
a p p a l l i n g l y 
tantalizing 
every 
three days the earth 
receives energy from 
the sun equal to the 
present 
estim ated 
remaining supply of 
fossil fuel energy. And' 
it’s free. One square 
y a r d 
of 
b r i g h t 
sunshine equals about 
one horsepower. 
The sun as an energy source is, after 
all, 
inexhaustible, 
predictable, clean 
and available to all nations, regardless 
of politics. 
The 
National 
Science 
Foundation 
(NSF) has recently been charged by 
Congress 
to 
begin 
research 
and 
development aimed at making solar 
energy economically practical 
$13 2 
million will be spent on the project this 
year. Some solar proponents say this 
amount dims in comparison to the 
current budget behind nuclear energy 
development But it’s a start 
When people hear the phrase “solar 
energy" 
they 
tend 
immediately 
to 
imagine vast areas of Arizona covered 
with 
photo 
cells 
and 
a 
national 
catastrophe caused by an errant cloud 
There’s much more to the science 
than that, as a recent status report from 
the Grumman Aerospace Corporation, 
active in solar energy research, points 
out. 
One example is the ocean temperature 
power plant. The sun’s energy also falls 
on the oceans and heats up their surface 
layers. At about 1,000 feet, though, lies a 
stable layer of much colder water. 
Scientists say it’s possible to generate 
electricity by pumping the colder water 
to the surface to cool, but not mingle 
with, a warm loop of a working fluid like 
liquid propane or ammonia The fluid 
loop 
also 
contains 
an 
evaporator, 
condenser and a turbine The action of 
the heat and cold on the working fluid 
creates what's called a low temperature 
power cycle that turns the turbine and 
manufactures electricity. 
The Grumman people say that the 
most efficient areas of the ocean are the 
warmer waters, like the area of the 
Florida Keys or Cape Hatteras, or warm 
currents, like the famous Gulf Stream. 
Here, the temperature gradient is an 
optimum 30 to 40 degrees. 
Scientists believe an array of Ocean 
Temperature Gradient (OTG) plants 
along the Gulf Stream could generate an 
estimated 182 trillion kilowatt hours of 
electricity. This would be enough to 
meet the total energy demand projected 
for the year 2,000. The development of 
efficient, 
low cost 
heat exchangers 
compatible with the ocean environment 
is the key to making this concept work 
at a competitive price. 
A research program planned by the 
NSF aims at demonstrating an OTG 
power plant in the next five to six years. 
Wind power is actually solar power, 
believe it or not That’s because it is the 
alternate cooling and heating of the 
earth’s atmosphere that causes wind in 
the first place. 
But the commercial where the Dutch 
family begins to complain the moment 
the wind subsides, idling their power- 
generating windmill, is a fraud There 
are plenty of ways to store electrical 
power existing and on the drawing 
boards. 
Using 
a 
unique 
patented 
blade 
invented by Princeton Scientist Thomas 
Sweeney, Grumman is developing wind 
generator a prototype with 25 foot 
diameter, variable pitch blades to power 
offshore oil platforms, remote homes 
and similar dwellings. 
Further into the future are wind 
systems with blade diameters of more 
than 100 and 200 feet, one of which, it is 
believed, 
could 
generate 
10 million 
watts. A single nuclear power unit can 
generate about 100 times that much, or 
1,000 million watts. 
Still, scientists believe that large 
arrays of wind units, some perhaps 
supporting 200 foot diameter blades, 
could supply half of the country ’s power 
requirements in the year 2,000, and 
without any technical breakthroughs 
All we have to do, they say, is decide to 
develop wind 
systems 
with present 
technology. 
As 
far 
as 
storing 
the 
power 
is 
concerned, the generated electricity can 
be used for pump energy storage in a 
hydroelectric 
system, 
to 
produce 
hydrogen 
fuel 
through 
w a t e r 
electrolysis or to charge batteries. 
In any case, the lights won’t go off 
when the wind stops blowing. They’ll go 
out when the sun does. But scientists 
don’t expect this for a long, long time.

jokes to a friend that in times like this 
he wants his money in his pocket The 
friend misses the joke and decides to 
draw out his own account. A rumor 
spreads that the bank is closing 
and 
others 
line 
up 
for 
their 
funds.

television crew is alerted and photos of 
the action are transmitted to homes 
across America Panic! It’s 1929 all over 
again. 
Unlikely? Of course 
I m p o s s i b l e ? 
Not 
a c c o r d i n g 
to 
pessimistic polls now 
being taken by long­ 
t i m e 
f i n a n c i a l 
fo r e c a s te r 
Albert 
S i n d l i n g e r . 
He , 
working 
out 
of 
his 
well-reputed firm in 
Pennsylvania, 
says 
that 
Americans 
in 
soundings 
before the administration changeover, 
have been assuming a negative attitude 
about the economy that is potentially 
ruinous. 
" I show a 20 to 30 per cent decline in 
the consumer’s belief in fiscal stability. 
This is the largest drop of confidence 
I’ve recorded in 20 years of surveying. 
Normally, 
a 
9 
per 
cent 
drop 
is 
considered serious. So 20 to 30 per cent 
is critical ; I think it indicates a collapse 
of confidence.” 
It may also indicate something much 
more 
important. 
Often 
the end of 
confidence portends the beginning of 
fear. 
Sindlinger 
says 
increasing 
numbers of citizens “ have heard rumors 
about banks.” And two of 10 polled “are 
thinking of withdrawing ’ their savings. 
“ A 
lot 
of people 
we 
talk 
to are 
comparing things with 1929 Personally, 
so do I. I ’ve been conducting these 
financial polls for a long time now and 
I’ve never seen anything like it. Right 
now I just have to believe we’re heading 
right down the road to depression." 
Such 
talk, 
unspeakable in 
high 
government, is also avoided by the 
overwhelming majority of practicing 
economists. The accepted line, wise or 
not, is that it is virtually impossible for 
a sophisticated financial system such as 
ours to repeat the mortification of total 
bust. Yet what happens when people no 
longer believe in the infallibility of the 
accepted line9 
Louis Harris recently reported that 46 
per cent of the polled population did not 
think 
the 
government 
capable 
of 
preventing another depression And as 
for 
panic, 
even 
econom ist 
Alan 
Greenspan, presidential adviser in the 
waning Nixon days, has warned that if 


short-term 
interest 
rates 
get 
much 
higher he fears “ massive withdrawals’’ 
from 
and thus the rupture of U.S. 
savings institutions 


Clearly the situation, even if below 
crisis level, should 
be of 
watchful 
concern to all. Yet Sindlinger says it’s 
not. 
Business, 
far from practicing 
restraint, is energetically encouraging 
the public to withdraw savings for 
automobiles and airline trips which, the 
advertisers insist, “ will cost even more 
if 
you 
w ait.” 
And 
governm ent, 
Sindlinger adds, is so paralyzed with 
confusion 
that: 
“ When 
1 
talk 
to 
politicians about the gravity of the 
matter the first thing they want to know 
is should they sell their stocks That’s 
the mentality we have in Washington; 
they look first to their won w elfare.” 


It may be of course that Sindlinger’s 
warnings are ignored because they are 
faulty. 
His work, 
called 
confidence 
indexing, is thought by many to be 
unreliable. 


“ In tight tim es," says a Washington 
banker, “ people always sound more 
pessimistic than they really are I don't 
doubt they tell Sindlinger they're near 


panic, but that may doubt they tell 
Sindlinger they’re near panic, but that 
may just mean they're angry As for a 
run on the banks, Americans are too 
sm art for that. The average savings 


account is now about $3,700 and the

1929 ” 


So Albert Sindlinger, put down, as it 
were, by the money managers, says he’s 
had it. “ I want them to raise FDIC to

rates and cut 
the budget 10 per cent — but they’re not 
listening, so to hell with them They live 
in dream s,” Sindlinger sighs. “They all 
say depression can’t happen because 
government won’t allow it. But none of 
them ever have an answer when 1 asked 
them quietly: What government9”

“pernicious activity on behalf of the 
colonies.” 
In 
1775 
the 
Continental 
Congress appointed Franklin as the 
nation’s first postmaster general. 
Abraham Lincoln, postmaster at New 
Salem, 111., at a salary of $55.70 a year, 
used the opportunity to ‘‘further his 
education by reading newspapers and 
journals before delivering them to his 
patrons.” 
But, the Postal Service said, Lincoln 
“established his reputation by firmness 
and integrity of public administration in 
the post office.” 
The President-to-be wrote a letter to a 
patron who demanded a receipt for 
postage on a newspaper, saying; 
“ The law requires newspaper postage 
to be paid in advance, and now that I 
have waited a full year, you choose to 
wound my feelings by insinuating that 
unless you get a receipt I will probably 
make you pay again ” 
President Harry S Truman also got 
his start in government service in a post 
office. He was appointed postmaster at 
Grandview, Mo., following his father’s 
death, the Postal Service said. 
“ Harry 
Truman 
was 
running the 
family farm outside Kansas City and 
had just been fired from a road job...” 
the release said. “ He held the post office 
job for six months.” 
Another post office alumnus, author 
William Faulkner, got into trouble with 
an 
insp ector 
while 
serving 
as 
postmaster at University, Miss , from 
1922 to 1924. 
The 
inspector 
in 
1924 
“ informed 
Faulkner his practice of throwing mail 
in the garbage can was frowned upon.” 
“This is so common,” the inspector 
complained in his report, that “some 
patrons have gone to the garbage can to 
get their magazines should they not be in 
their boxes when they looked for them ”

a year or so, I send them some ancient 
manuscripts, some letters from various 
celebrities,

than Soames My hopes for recognition 
are based on a play or two, four or five 
films, half-a-dozen verses and a few of 
these columns that have appeared in 
some anthologies. (Nothing sensational,

But for over a year now I ’ve been 
collecting the letters from John Q 
Public on Watergate and its aftermath 
There are too many to try to keep all, 
but I make a representative culling each 
week to send to the University. And I am

interesting to the historian of, say, the 
y ea r 
2,000 
than 
any 
personal 
memorabilia 
So move over, Soames, 
make way for another footnote 
En masse, these notes showed how 
deep was the rift in our nation, as did 
nothing else. I stress again that these 
letters were all unsolicited, and showed 
a gut reaction. Indeed, the pens seemed 
not dipped in ink, but in the acids of the 
viscera. And here’s what I make of 
them: 
There is no doubt the ex-president’s 
popularity was down woefully, but, by 
the 
same 
token, 
the 
37 
per 
cent 
(Gallup’s figure) who defended him had 
hardened their line, and , on both sides, 
emotion had displaced reason. 
There were letters from gold star 
mothers praising Mr. Nixon as our 
greatest 
President; 
and there were 
stupefying hymns of hate — many 
likewise from women — that equated 
him with Hitler. 
Senator 
Ervin 
was, 
I 
thought, 
demagogic when he said Watergate was 
a greater blow to us than the Civil War; 
but the aftermath divided us perhaps 
even more than that bloody struggle. 
Those who defended the President saw 
him the victim of vicious cabal that 
threatened not only Mr. Nixon but our 
very form of government Conversely, 
those who opposed him felt it was he 
who 
was 
destroying 
America, 
and 
deemed no punishment severe enough. I 
do not exaggerate when I say that many 
would have welcomed a public hanging.
